The president retired on the naval 
yacht Mayflower, which got under way 
for Hampton, where the president will 
attend a meeting of the board of trus­ 
tees of the Hampton norm al institute, 
of which he is a member. 
Later he 
will deliver an address to the colored 
students and then sail for W ashing­ 
ton. 
Mrs. Taft accompanied the presi­ 
dent to Norfolk, as did her sister, 
Mrs. Thomas K. Laughlin, Jr., of P itts­ 
burg. 
The president, in speaking a word 
for the navy, declared th at he was in 
favor of fortifying Ham pton Roads, 
the greatest strategical naval base in 
the world, by erecting an impregnable 
fort on an island placed half way be­ 
tween the Virginia capes.

term as president.

Canada Presents the Most Per­ 
plexing Problem. 


CHECK FIRE IN THE MINES

W ashington, Nov. 
20.—The tariff 
board has come to the conclusion that 
the m ost difficult task before it in se­ 
curing an equitable application of the 
maximum and minimum clause will be 
presented by Canada. 
For this rea­ 
son it has been suggested that the 
first trip made by the board be into 
the Dominion, and Chairm an Emery is 
inclined to the opinion th at before all 
the perplexities of the question are re­ 
moved it will be necessary for the 
board to gain accurate information at 
first hand. 
W hile the board is giving careful at­ 
tention to French and German dis­ 
crim inations against American com­ 
modities, it is c rtain that ii is giving 
most of its time to the Canadian prob­ 
lem. 
Before the final report to the presi­ 
dent on this question is made it is 
probable th a t at least one member of 
the board will have visited Canada. 
At the present tim e some of the 
provinces of Canada enforce customs 
regulations which appear to effect an 
unjust discrim ination against the Unit­ 
ed States. 
It is feared th at these discrim ina­ 
tions are so farreaching in their char­ 
acter and have such a derogatory in­ 
fluence on American exportations into 
Canada as to be regarded as “undue 
discrim inations” under the language 
of the Payne law. 
There is a strong feeling at the 
treasury departm ent that, unless these 
discrim inations cease or some arrange­ 
m ent suitable to both countries is 
made, a trad e w ar is im m inent and 
the tariff board would hesitate to en­ 
ter such a conflict without first being 
certain th at it possessed all the essen­ 
tial facts necessary to a complete un­ 
derstanding of the situation. 


EXHAUSTED FROM EXPOSURE 


Six Persons Cast on the Shore of Lake 
Superior. 
Duluth, Nov. 20.—A fter being tossed 
about for eighty-four hours in a “dead” 
gasoline launch during a storm, with­ 
out food for sixty hours and exhaust­ 
ed from their exposure, Axel Oberg, 
his wife and two children and two 
sailors were cast on the rocks on the 
south shore of Lake Superior, thirteen 
miles from Duluth. 
A sailor and Robert Oberg, twelve 
years old, walked to Duluth in a wind 
and rain storm and told of their nar­ 
row escape from death. 
A gaspline launch manned by mem­ 
bers of the local lifesaving crew im­ 
m ediately sew out 
for the stranded 
sufferers with clothing and provisions. 
The launch returned to Duluth with 
the party on board.

Rescuers Expect to Bring Out More 
Bodies Soon. 
Cherry, 111., Nov. 20.—Science and 
desperation have greatly checked the 
fire that snuffed out 300 lives last Sat­ 
urday in the St. Paul coal m ine; men 
braved the fire sw ept tunnels to bring 
to the surface the dead; charity has 
poured aid into the homes of suffering 
survivors, but all of this could not sub­ 
due the grief of Cherry’s inhabitants 
when the sight of the dead, lifted from 
the tomb, exploded their hopes that 
the men m ight be rescued alive. 
It has been just seven days siivce 
fire starting in a bale of hay sw ept the 
breadw inners of this community to 
their doom, and in all th at tim e of 
anxiety but five bodies of the en­ 
tombed have been recovered. 
It is expected th at many more of 
the dead soon will be recovered. More 
were found and explorers working 
deep into the second gallery were 
forced to flee for their lives as they 
were about to bring them out, when 
falling earth and rock endangered 
their lives. 
Miners were put to work in the gal­ 
leries replacing the burned tim bers 
and clearing obstructions which im­ 
peded access into the coal veins for 
more than 250 feet from the main 
shaft. 
Beyond this point latent fires 
still burn and it will be some tim e be­ 
fore they can be extinguished. 
According to a story told to Joseph

ONE KILLED AND ONE HURT 


Roof of a Building 
in 
Minneapolis 
Collapses. 
Minneapolis, Nov. 20.—One uniden­ 
tified man was killed and another se­ 
verely Injured at the Washburn “A” 
mill of the Washburn-Crosby company 
bere. 
One of the men was employed by 
the milling company and the other by 
one of the railroads, but not even the 
police surgeons were allowed to ap­ 
proach the scene and the names of 
the men will not be divulged by the 
companies. 
The Washburn-Crosby company had 
erected a low brick warming house 
alongside their massive concrete grain 
storage tanks. 
The house is thirty- 
five feet long, twenty feet wide and 
eight feet high. 
On three sides are 
walls of one thickness of brick.

The roof Is of cement and had no 
other support than the walls.

house when without 
warning the roof collapsed. 
The rail­ 
road man, who was employed to take 
off grain tanks, was caught by the 
falling roof and killed. 
The mill em­ 
ploye was near the door and was se­ 
verely hurt about the head by flying 
bricks. 
The stove In the house caused a 
small fire and It was when the fire 
department arrived that the body of 
the dead man was found. 
It is thought that the climatic con­ 
ditions had weakened the walls and 
roof and that the collapse was due to 
this cause.

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 26.—In a sup­ 
plemental 
report submitted 
by th e , 
committee on resolutions to the con- j 
vention of the American Federation of J 
Labor the following declaration, sub­ 
sequently unanimously approved by 
the convention, was made: 
“That the freedom of speech which 
we have exercised during the conven­ 
tion without judicial restraint based 
upon 
superconstitutional 
and 
self­ 
arrogated authority has been more in 
conformity 
with 
the 
fundamental 
principles 01 a free and self-govern­ 
ing people, free speech and free press 
than is possible at 
present in 
the 
United States.” 
Evidence that 
the 
predominating 
thought at this convention has been 
the 
contempt 
proceedings 
against 
Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison was 
also evidenced for the hundredth time 
in the report of the committee on the 
president’s report. 
In concluding its 
report this committee said: 
“We learn with deep regret while 
at this convention that there is some 
doubt as to whether the appeals asked 
for by President Gompers, Vice Pres­ 
ident Mitchell and Secretary Morrison 
will be granted. 
We hope and trust 
that the appeals may be allowed, so 
i_at we may know the position of the 
final judicial tnounal. 
If it should be 
denied and Brothers Gompers, Mitchell 
and Morrison be compelled to serve 
the sentences Imposed upon them we 
recommend that the same salary be 
paid to each of them as is now paid 
to the president of the American Fed­ 
eration,” 


Four Thousand a Year. 


The salary of the president is $4,000 
per year. 
The recommendation was adopted 
unanimously by a rising vote. 
The electrical workers’ controversy, 
which the convention supposed it had 
settled when it adopted the recom­ 
mendation of 
the 
laws 
committee, 
th at a committee of three selected by 
th ) contending parties and President 
Gompers be empowered 
to arrange 
term s of a reunion of the factions, 
came on to the floor again and for a 
short time it 
looked as if 
a new 
breach was about to occur, but the 
previous action was allowed to stand. 
The committee on resolutions rec­ 
ommended endorsement of the prin­ 
ciple of old age pensions and declared 
in favor of a bill drawn by Congress­ 
man Wilson of the miners. 
This bill 
provides for the establishment of a 
home guard composed of aged per­ 
sons, men and women, who shall re­ 
ceive compensation from the govern­ 
m ent and he subject to limited mili­ 
tary service under 
certain 
circum­ 
stances. 
For Canada the committee 
favored the old age pension system 
now in force in Great Britain.

Could Pardon Gompers, Mitchell and 
M orrison. 
Washington, 
Nov. 
20.—T hat 
the 
president has the power under the 
Constitution to grant pardon in con­ 
tem pt cases appears to be established 
not only by a long line of precedents 
in opinions given by attorney generals 
from time to tim e and in the exercise 
of that power by the presidents, but 
also in decisions of the courts. A case 
in point was a decision by Judge 
Blatchford of the United States cir­ 
cuit court for the Southern district of 
New York. The supreme court of Mis­ 
sissippi has held that the governor 
has the right to pardon in contempt 
cases in state courts. 
The most recent exercise of the par­ 
doning power in a contempt case was 
by President Taft, who on April 16, 
1909, granted a pardon to Sherm an S. 
Smith of Minneapolis, who had been 
imprisoned for contempt under a sen­ 
tence imposed by Judge Page Morris 
and was languishing in the jail at St. 
Paul. 
Smith’s 
offense 
consisted 
in 
trying to improperly influence a juror 
in the federal courts over which Judge 
Morris presided. 
The question as to the power of the 
president to grant a pardon in cases 
of contempt has been considered in 
the light of a possible petition in be­ 
half of Samuel Gompers and tne offi­ 
cers of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
There has been some differ­ 
ence of opinion expressed among law­ 
yers, but the rule of the departm ent of 
justice seems to be fairly well estab­ 
lished by precedents and decisions.

ENFORCING LAW DIFFICULT 


Adverse Decision in Many Courts Re­ 
sult From Attacks. 
Washington, Nov. 20.—The internal 
revenue bureau is being flooded with 
petitions from farmers and creamery 
men In all sections of the country, 
calling for a more drastic enforcement 
of the oleomargarine law. Others have 
been sent to President Taft and to 
the department of justice, but they 
have all found their way to the internal 
revenue bureau. 
Answering these petitions in a gen 
eral way, officials of the bureau say 
that a strict enforcement of law is be­ 
coming more and more difficult. The 
reason for this, it is said, is that con 
stant attacks upon the law by the oleo­ 
margarine manufacturers and dealers 
all over the country have resulted in 
the handing down of adverse decisions 
in many courts, which decisions are 
cited in other cases in obtaining ac­ 
quittals for defendants under proseeu 
tion.
